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- Were copies of the presentation made available to any individuals not in 
attendance at these presentations? 

- Were these copies, those carried away from the presentation or handed out at a 
later time, clearly marked as confidential? 

The second issue at hand is a specific recitation in the "Greater Plutonio Completions 
Workshop" presentation. In the presentation as presented in the above references IDS, the fiber 
optic wet connect feature of the disclosed system is labeled as being dealt with by a third party, 
"FO wet-connect - Third party". The examiner requests that all pertinent information be 
provided by applicant for the following inquires regarding this statement:

- How does the "FO wet-connect" disclosed in the presentation relate to or 
differ from the claimed invention in the instant application? 

- Specifically, how does "FO wet-connect" the disclosed in the presentation 
relate to or differ from the fiber optic wet connection recited in claim 1 of the 
instant application?
